1 . A reshapable hair styling composition comprising at least or 
(meth)acrylic copolymer, wherein said at least one (meth)acrylic copq^rner 
comprises: 

(a) units derived from at least one monomer chosen frcyft butyl (meth)acrylate 
monomers, 

(b) units derived from at least one monomer chosen from hydroxy alkyl 
(meth)acrylate monomers, and 

(c) optional units derived from at least pfie co-polymerizable monomer other 
than said (a) and (b) monomers, 

wherein said compositipn proves a reshapable effect and is a rinse 
composition, with the ^ovisfo'thaty^jriethjacrylic copolymers derived from a 65/15/20 
or a 75/15/10 weight \>§ytk$j^o of n-butylacrylate/ 2-hydroxyethylacrylate/ 
methylmethacrylate are exduded. 

2. The composition according to claim 1 , wherein the composition further 
comprises a cosmetically acceptable vehicle. 

3. Th§/composition according to claim 1 , wherein said at least one 
monomer recjtbd in (a) is chosen from n-butyl (meth)acrylate, isobutyl 
(meth)acryfate, t-butyl (meth)acrylate, and 2-methylbutyl (meth)acrylate.
